The recont burning In effigy of 
Senator Joe McCarthy by a group 
of Varsity students tins not gone 
unnoticed, Newspapers in Canada 
and tli o United States curried the 
story, and editorials were written 
by publication ranging from the 
New York Times, "to the Chlcugo 
Tribune, 

The Tribune suggested that 
Americans ought to bum Mr. Les- 
ter 13. Pearson, Canada's foreign 
affairs minister. The Times 
thought It a good thing for stu- 
dents to show tho courage of 
their conviction — especially 
country and "safe from Investi- 
gation." 

Letters from private citizens 
have also been pouring in. Ac- 
cording to the Varsity, 'J'oronto's 
student newspaper, they have 
been running three to one in fa- 
vour of McCarthy from Americ- 
an correspondents, and two to 
one in favour from Canadians. 

"The common people love the 
Hon. Senator McCarthy," read 
one of tho letters. "I'erhaps you 
prefer the vitality of Canadn and 
England which take American 
money to build up Communists 
to kill Americans and Canadians 
and to extend their wnr on all 
people who bellevo in n democra- 
tic way of life. 



fascism which Is McCarthyism." 

Tlio letter adds "No doubt you 
rccclvo reports about what is 
happening to America, but one 
must actually live hero to realize 
the extent of the fascist menace, 
which has grown by leaps and 
bounds during the last few yenrs. 
Surveys conducted by the New- 
York limes... havo shown that 
the faculties and students in all 
universities arc afraid to discuss 
'controversial' subjects, lost they 
be branded 'subversive.' Students 
are careful not to ask questions 
about socialism etc." 

The burning took place on 
Halowe'en at which time a tele- 
gram was also sont to the Ameri- 
can Embassy in Ottawa, President 
Eisenhower, and Scnntor Mc- 
Carthy. The telegram rend : 

"Senator McCarthy is denounc- 
ed by tho students of Vlctorlu 
College, Toronto, Canada, on All- 
llallows-Kve as the symbol of 
North American fear. We Join in 
condemning the political Hallo 
we'en which treatens to destroy 
(hp vitality of North Americnn 
democracy, and demonstrate, not 
ngalnsl tho man, but against the 
focus point, the bogeyman of Mr- 
Cnrthylsm, witch hunts, nnd fear 
tactics."

A New Approach to McCarthy 

Perhaps a discussion of Senator Joseph McCarthy has no place 
In a student newspaper. Also It can bo nrgued tiial the power of 
Mr. McCarthy lies principally In tho publicity he has rcclevcd from 
tho press, and that the less said tho better. 

Both arguments are valid. It is very flno for us to peek over 
the border and point our fingers at dirty linen and say naughty- 
nnughty. Especially since wo are not affected by what w 0 criticize — 
on the surface, that Is. Yet we arc loo close to the United States, 
are under too powerful an influcnco — especially In the realm of 
Ideas — to Ignore a situation such as the one created by Joe Mc- 
Carthy. 

Therefore we devote the larger part of this edition, a special 
Issuo published for the SEC Elections, to attempt to clarify tho Issues 
revolving around the actions of the controversial senator. 

Also we would liko to bring forward 1 a different approach to 
viewing the situation. 

One of the aspects of overall strategy of the International Com- 
munist Party In their attempt to impose Communism on a global 
basis Is the destruction of tho social, economical, political and ideo- 
logical Institutions of a country that Is not friendly towards their 
interpretation of Marxism. 

This destruction Is done by two main means: the overt; through 
tho Communist Party (It any) existing In the particular country 
legally, which embodies propaganda, siding with whatever reformist 
movements are active, and generally attempting to influence the 
government of. the country as well' as trying to make Communism 
moro palatable so as to enroll more supporters. 

This approach makes use of the services of local fJommunlsts 
and is not too closely related to the headquarters In the Kremlin. 
A Communist Party may get financial support, propaganda material 
and various suggestions, but Is seldom used for any real action. 

• The other method Is by means of an underground movement 
led by chosen people and whose purpose — aside from various forms 
of spying and sabotnge — is to create any possible form of disruption 
on any of the planes of a society. The underground may sponsor an 
antt-scmUlc campaign while at the same time supporting and direct- 
ing a pro Semitic movement. Thus one segment of the population Is 
spilt and made lo clash on an Issue, and both sides are fired by the 
Communist underground. 

This underground is also active In attempting 10 create distrust 
in the government, in raising the question of loyalty, and In firing 
any radical or reactionary group that Is opposed to something. Any 
institution — Church, University. Legislature, Court — is brought out 
as a target for doubt. 

The whole plan is to make the people lose fsltli In their own 
system, lo weaken it so that at any propitious moment the Com- 
munists can take over and create a Communist society. This Is to be 
done with help of the Red army. 

But the army alone can not do the trick, even a mnjor conflict 
will not bring about the desired change. First thero must be a 
disruption and confusion In the country to be taken over. 

Viewing this basic policy, and comparing its methods to those 
of Senator McCarthy. It is not hard to consider the assumption that 
this self-proclaimed champion of democracy could himself be accused 
of being a Communist. 

Due principally to Joe McCarthy. It seems to us that In the United 
States It Is not safe to hold any radical political views. It Is not 
wlso to go too deeply into Marxism and the Russian interpretation 
thereof, it is dangerous to come into any sort of contact with a 
Communist or own Communist literature. It Is dangerous to have 
a past that at any point came close to Communism. 

Thus is created fear. Thus Is created unreasonable doubt. Thus 
is created suspicion. Thus is created disruption. 

It Is interesting Indeed to see tho objectives or Communism 
realized by an avowed Anti-Communist. 

■And, does such a situation have no hearing on us — an English 
speaking country closely connected with the United States? 

Rut. perhaps, like an oslrlch, wo should Ignore McCarthy; per- 
haps the danger Is not there.

.The telegram would be fôr 
warded to Washington, nccordlng 
to the American Embassy in Otta- 
wa, but no report of tho burning 
would be made. The Second Sec- 
retary at the Embassy said that 
the matter is quite routine as far 
as they are concerned, and ment- 
ioned that Canadians quite often 
wrlto complaints about the act- 
ions of various American political 
leaders. 

A meeting of several of the 
students concerned with the Prin- 
cipal of Victoria College resulted 
in no disciplinary action, however 
the College disassociated itself 
from tho action, althought the 
nction of the students was not 
nctu'nlly condemned.

mental In the victory of World 
War 11. in the Korean Truce; thnt 
it instigated and Is economically 
maintaining the Marshal Aid 
Plan, NATO and numerous other 
pacts. The Monroe Doctrine wus 
given to the world by the United 
States, along with millions of 
dollars aiding underprlvcleged 
countries.

Senator Joseph Raymond Mc- 
Carthy of Wisconsin is at present 
causing great controversy 
throughout his homeland, tho 
United Stales, and the entire 
world. The words "McCarthyism" 
and "McCarthylte" have boon 
attached to many ideas and 
people, without giving nny too 
clear a picture of what is meant 
by them. 

Who Is McCarthy, what is ho 
like personally, and how has he 
gained the power that he now 
has ? To answer some of these 
questions, let us turn to what 
four writers have said about him 
In various magazines. 

who is McCarthy ? 

"Senator Joseph Raymond Mc- 
Carthy, of Wisconsin, who is 
certainly the most controversial 
and possibly the most dangerous 
man In the United States, Is per- 
sonally a letdown," says Blair 
Fraser, presenting n plcturo of "a 
bulging and commonplace figure 
in an ill-fittlug suit who speaks 
in a muffled monotone as if lie 
had a cold in his head." And yet 
he Is also. Mr. Fraser continues 
"an affable man with a rather 
disarming grin, an imperturbable 
temper and a deceptively mild 
manner." 

HIS HISTORY 
•.In regard to his history, Mr. 
Frasor tells 'us, "He was born on 
a farm and Is still remembered in 
the neighbourhood sa an extra- 
ordinarily hard worker. He quit 
school after the eighth grade to 
take a job, rose to be a chain- 
storo manager before he realized 
he couldn't go far without educa- 
tion. So he went back to school at 
twenty and completed the four- 
year high school course (with the 
help of sympathetic and perhaps 
lenient teachers) in one year. 
At Marquette University he 
Started In engineering, soon 
found tho mnthemntlcs lie had 
crammed In that one year of 
lllgllNCliool wouldn't stand the 
strnln. He switched to Inw nnd 
did well. Four years after 
graduation ho WAS elected, at 

twonty-nlnc, the 'youngest 
Judge In Hie United Slates'. 
"As a judge he was exempt 
from tho draft, but he waived 
tho privilege and joined the Ma- 
rines when war broke out. Back 
ofter two and a half years In tho 
Pacific ho tried and failed to get 
the Republican nomination sway 
from Senator Alexander Wiley in 
19H. Two years later, having 
meanwhile been re-elected circuit 
judge, he tried ngaln for the 
Senate and this time he made It." 
So much for his background. 
HOW ROUS HE DO IT? 
How is it that McCarthy has 
been nble to gain so much power? 
How docs he do it ? 

Tlmo Mngiizlne says In nn 
article, "It was not cosy to In- 
flate McCarthy to hi* present 
proportions of 11 national nnd 
International figure. Unlike 
most demngogucs, ho has no 
glittering, positive program ; 
ho docs not deal In promises. 
He is conspicuously devoid of 
organizing ability or nny flair 
for latching on to existing or- 
ganizations. It is still hard to 
find nny significant McCarthy 
following, Hthcr in the Senate, 
or among political or business 
leaders, or among the people. 
I ,HSS THAN 22% 
"A recont Oallup poll Indicates 
that less than 22% of tho U. S. 
public think that McCarthy does 
more good than harm.'! 

NOT A FOOL 
Mow does he do it then" .la inc.-; 
Callaghan says. "McCarthy Is 
certainly not a blustering fool, 
deceived by his own propaganda. 
On the contrary his questions (in 
his Senate Investigating Commit- 
tee) were intelligently placed to 
cause maximum prejudice When 
he comes up against a witness 
who seems able to defend himself, 
he Is quite capable of ordering 
Hie television cameras In be 
switched off no that tic man's

understands and uses the now 
techniques of television as few 
policlans havo yet learned to do." 
NOT HYSTERICAL 

In speaking of the investigating 
cornmiteee which ho Attended, Mr. 

Callaghan .jmyjs, "All morning, 

McCarthy wns relaxed, at ease, 
confident. Ho gave no nppoarance 
of being hysterical or a bully. He 
had a ready smile and nn easy 
smile. Rut ho mnnaged to got 
across to his audience tho Im- 
pression that unreliable top U. S. 
officials were responsible for a 
pattern of events that could hap- 
pen only because they were Com- 
munists or in sympathy with 
them." 

Ho continues, "He deals In 
half-truths, Ml that although 
Ids charges may seem utterly 
reckless, there is considerable 



side the point. He has succeeded 
in sowing doubt in many Ameri- 
can minds about the Integrity and 
loyalty of their public officials. 
At the sumo time ho has lowered 
tho morale of tho Slate Depart- 
ment and given every junior of- 
ficial a chance to work off old 
scores ngnlnst his seniors." 

communists Approve 

Apparently, the Communists 
like this state of affairs, for, 
comments Mr. Fraser, "Herbert 
Philhrlck, who worked for tho 
FBI for years Insido tho Com- 
munist Party, has publicly Btated 
that 'real Communists' aro de- 
lighted by McCarthy's activities 
because they create doubt and 
confusion among Americans. " 

Time Magazine, In considering 
McCarthy and McCarthyism, says, 
"...tho myth itself (of tho U. S. 
In 4110 grip of a hysterical witch 
hunt, of the President cowering 
before McCarthy's power) was

Most 
of the men ho has accused were 
previously attacked by some 
other ngoncy of Congress or Go- 
vernment, nnd one or two havo 
since been convicted of perjury."

SOURCES OF POWER 
Mr. FruBer suggests' threo t 
"Whether tho charge of softness 
against State Doptrtment security 
bus uny foundation or not, tho 
unhappy fact is that Republican 
campaign spenkers took itdvantgo 
of tho suspicion McCarthy had 
Implanted. Thus the Elsenhower 
regime is moro or loss committed 
to tho proposition that McCarthy 
was right, in some mensuro. That 
is one sourco of his power today. 

"Whntover they (tho Republi- 
cans) may think, whatever they 
may como to think Is the best 
course In Chlnn, they cannot 
lightly disavow those campaign 
speeches. Not with Joe McCarthy 
there lo remind them of what 
they have said. .Not with Jon to 
cry 'traitor' at every departure 
from the China Lobby's line. And 
this Republican dilemma Is the 
second main source of McCarthy's 
power. 

"Tin* third Is McCarthy's own 
skill nt. the verbal equivalent 
or barroom righting. He is more 
adept tlinu nn opponent, at 
verbal gouging, biting, kneeing 
and knifing." 

FIVE SUGGESTIONS 
Mr. White has flvo suggest- 
ions: 

"1) Fenr of the vast Intrigue 
which tho Kremlin has let looso 
upon the earth — in face of this 
threat, old democratic ways tend 
to fall into dispute and there Is 
demand for 'rosults'. 

"2) Remote policy by which 
the Korean "War has been con- 
ducted nnd tho restraints of tho 
U.N, make for tho desire for a 
quick .easy answer — which Mc- 
Carthy Is ready to provide. 

"3) The people begin to feel 
that any opposition from abroad 
to U.S. policies which are ob« 
vlously honorable and unselfish, 
must result from knavery or 
worse. 

"D The Midwest — which Is 
the centre or McCarthyism — is 
also associated with Isolationism. 
It lins a hostility not only to 
foreign policy and traffic with' 
foreigners. The Midwest Is the 
géographie centre of McCarthy- 
Isra. 

"6) Tho growing conviction 
that ror all ils enormity of its 
.sacrifice. World War II settled 
very little. Compounded of fear 
and frustration, tills moor| prob- 
ably gives McCarthyism its big- 
gest boost. 

OVERSIMPLIFICATION 
In mimmnllon, Mr. While 
says, "Job McCarthy's power r 
dc|M>nds on nn old American 
trait, oversimplification — mul- 
ti-colored, iiitiltl«diiiientioiml 
oversimplification: Communism - 
Is aimed ut tho annihilation of 
.democratic life; .Communism 
slops at no method In seeking 
Its aim; tlui- why not use every 
method in n no-holds-barred 
defence of the democratic 
way?" 

WHAT WILL HE GAIN? 
We may well ask what Mc- 
Carthy hopes to gain by all tills. 
Illnir Fraser suggests, "Tlvero la 
mon.' to this (his attack against 
John. Foster Dulles) than per- 
sonal spite, though spilo is pres- 
ent too. McCarthy Is evidently 
gambling his future on the slim 
bin not hopeless chance that ho 
may become The Man Who Wus 
Right, like Winston Churchill. 
Ho represents hluisclf as the lone 
voice a g a lust 'appeasement', 
.stretching thai term to cover any 
tendency in any party, to any ac- 
commodation with any Commun- 
ist cause or country." 

NO DEMAGOGUE 
In ihis connection. Mr. Whita 
says. "First of all, he is no de- 
magogue, and It is a great mis- 
take lo consider him. .Sometimes 
Joe is compared to tho lato Huey 
Long, but the comparison has no 
merit.

1. ) The residence council is an 'autonomous 
body, and not an Instrument ot the University 
official^' Thé Warden was acting in an unconsti- 
tutional manner in calling the body. 

2. ) To describe tbe above document an 
'opinion' is ludicrous — there was no discussion, 
no vote, in the accepted manner of an official 
moeting, yet It purports to be Just this. It Is 
nothing more than a 'railroad' signed under a 
form ot subtle pressure. 

3. j Even allowing that the letter Is a faithful 
expression of the Council's opinion, tbe resident 
body object to the high-handed method with 
wblch it exceeded its prerogatives. They arc 
elected to the Council, and we have full confi- 
dence In their ability to handle the dally routine 
of student's affairs. But they must have realised 
that in signing this note they were purporting to 
echo the sentiments of the entire resident body. 

4. ) It wsb obviously a case for a general meet- 
ing before Douglas Hnll residents were committed 
as a body on such a controversial subject. 

We therefore feel that the adverse opinions 
expressed by a few Individuals of DouglaB Hall 
in a prqclpltous moment should be treated as 
Mich and not bf the general opinion of the ISO 
residents.
